Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1964. 

Home  Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
5,250  which  represents  an  increase  of  190  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  70  (37  M.  33  P»)  an  increase  of  4  over 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate  was  13*33 
which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General’ s  Comparability  Factor  to 
allow  comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  I6.66  and 
was  lower  than  that  of  I8.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


One  stillbirth  (l  F)  was  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  accordingly 
14*08  compared  with  that  of  I6.3  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

One  infant  death  was  registered,  due  to  Prematurity  which  is  the  most 
common  cause  of  infant  deaths.  The  rate  was  accordingly  14*29  compared  with 
that  of  20  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  i.e.  stillbirths  and  infant 
deaths  under  one  week  of  age,  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis,  birth 
injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  chief  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia 
of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths,  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  hi^  standard 
of  modern  Obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  74  (37  M.  37  F.)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  14*09,  which  includes  the  deaths  assigned  from 
the  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital.  The  Registrar  General’ s  Comparability 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  adjusts  the  crude  death 
rate  and  the  adjustment  rate  was  7*61  in  comparison  with  that  of  12.2  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  natural  causes  amongst  the  aged, 
viz.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System; 
of  those  there  were  44* 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  I6  of  those 
deaths  or  approximately  36%  in  the  following  age  groups:  1  between  45  "  54^ 

4  between  55  -  64;  5  between  65  -  74  and  6  over  75  years.  The  majority  of 

deaths  were  over  65  years  and  although  the  causative  factor  (or  factors)  is 
still  obsciare,  it  mi^t  be  that  a  degenerative  process  is  one  of  the  principal 
causes. 
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Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths  of  which  there  were  11  in  the  following  age-groups;  2  between  45 
2  between  55  “  ^4;  4  between  65  -  74;  and  5  over  75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  three  deaths  (all  males) 
in  the  following  age-group:  3  between  65  -  74  years.  These  deaths 
predominate  in  males  and  may  be  related  to  the  ratio  of  male  to  female 
cigarette  smokers. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional 
mortality. 

The  Infectious  Diseases 


No  serious  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Measles 


54  cases  of  Measles  compared  with  194  in  the  previous  year  were  notified. 
It  is  equivocal  that  it  should  be  notifiable,  as  it  usually  is  not  a  serious 
disease,  unless  its  more  serious  complications  supervene,  which  now  occur  less 
frequently,  and  for  the  treatment  of  which,  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis,  the 
anti-biotics  are  specific.  During  epidemics,  unnecessary  time  of  busy 
Practitioners  and  office  staff  are  taken  up  by  these  notifications  and  the 
expenditure  involved  is  also  unnecessar3’'. 

IVho oping  Cough 

Twelve  cases  were  notified.  As  more  and  more  infants  become  vaccinated, 
’ pari  passu' ,  the  number  of  notifications  diminish. 

Scarlet  Fever 


Foui  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  Today,  this  is  a  mild  disease  in 
contrast  with  its  virulence  in  former  years,  and  the  majority  of  cases  are 
treated  at  home,  unless  social  conditions  are  unsatisfactory,  e.g.  caravans. 

Tuberculosis 


It  is  noteworthy  that  no  case  of  non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notifie( 
Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  this  'White  Plague'  has  been  a  scourge  of  man  f 
centuries,  the  modern  progress  achieved  has  been  remarkable. 

Also,  there  was  no  death  from  Respiratory  or  non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis 
which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficaciousness  of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
throughout  the  year  was  very  satisfactory^  and  may  I  talce  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  assistance  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  ant 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
